In Detroit, police sought to link 
I he sinisted hooded order w ith the 
death of Rudolph J Anderson, 40, 
from a gunshot wound last Decem ­ 
ber. A rifle lay n e ar the body in 
A nderson’s parked automobile, and 
th e death was recorded as a sui­ 
cide. 
C aptain M arm on said he was told 
th a t the 
Black Legion m ade its 
“executions” appear as suicides. 
Anderson was a fellow employe 
of Harvey Davis, a "colonel” in the 
order, and D ayton Dean, who are 
held in connection with the fatal 
.shooting of C harles A. Poole, on 
May 12. 
No “Withdrawals” 
H arry Colburn, chief investigator 
for Wayne county Prosecutor D un­ 
can C. McCrea, said he was in ­ 
formed the Black Legion had 135,000 
m em bers in M ichigan, all armed, 
t hat it refused to countenance w ith­ 
drawals. and boasted it had “no 
ex-m em bers except those th a t are 
six feet under.” 
In Jackson. Justice of the Peace 
Ernest J. Roger ojx*ned a "John 
Doe” inquiry into the statem ents 
of Mrs. M aida Every and her son, 
R alph, 20, th a t th eir husband and 
father. Paul Every, 42, was taken I 
from his hom e and flogged last 
February because he attem pted to 
resign from the Black Legion.

C L E V E L A N D , May 25. — Once 
more, th* Socialist party is split 
The 
old guard” of New York— 
the faction of rightists led for years 
bj the ’ate M orris Hillquit and now 
by LouLs W aldm an—set fo rth today 
to organise a new M arxist party, 
not only in New York but on a 
national basis. 
The split came yesterday after

While the convention, a fte r fight­ 
ing for two days over th e New 
York dispute, belatedly got down in 
drafting its platform and discussing
